The repeal bill prepared by the Ways and 
Means committee of the Hduse reduces the 
taxation of the war revenue act specifically 
along the lines which will appeal to the lower 
and middle classes. The House bill proposes 
to repeal pretty much all the stamp taxes, 
thus getting rid of the burdensome taxation 
upon checks, express receipts, telegrams, 
notes, mortgages, and other documents on 
which the tax invariably is paid by the 
poor man. The House bill, of course, will 
leave the tax on bankers and brokers, sleep- 
ing cars, legacies, and, of course, on tobacco 
and beer. The aim has been to retain the 
taxes which are paid by the corporations or 
large moneyed interests, and remove prac- 
tically all of those which are a burden to the 
great mass of the people. / 
The brewers propose to appeal to the Sen- 
ate upon the ground that the brewery inter- 
ests contributed largely to the Republican 
campaign fund. There is likely to be some- 
thing of a row over this fact in the Senate, as 
there are many rumors to the effect that the 
thrifty brewers took no chances, but fol- 
lowed the example of Havemeyer and the 
sugar trust and contributed to Bryan’s cam-

. I. Crayton Declares He Ex.

TELLS OF LOVELESS PLAN 


Merit Board Official Again Pleads 
Illness for Not Appearing . 
Before Grand Jury. 


MAY TESTIFY NEXT WEEK. 


In the grand jury investigation of the loan 
shark scandal yesterday F. L. Crayton of 
Peorta, formerly an assistant in the office 
occupied by B. H. Loveless and Civil Service 
Commissioner Ludwig, testified that he dis- 
covered the intimate relations formed for 
gain between Loveless, Weber, and Kanter. 
He said he reported the matter to Mr. Lud- 
wig, who did not appear shocked and tacitly 
countenanced a continuation of the deal to 
get positions on the police force for a con- 
sideration. 

Civil Service Commissioner Ludwig again 
pleaded illness as the reason of his inability 
to appear before the jury. It was suggested 
that a county physician be sent to Mr. Lud- 

Nor. to the jury on the com- 
missioner’s health; but William C. Gamble 
announced that Mr. Ludwig would be able 
to be present early next week. The investi- 
gation was, therefore, continued till Tues- 
day. The jury will take up a docket of mis- 
cellaneous cases today and Monday. 

The jury examined nine witnesses during 
the day to get evidence on the alleged sale 
by money lenders of the questions for the 
police Lieutenants’ examination last June. 
The witnesses were asked questions to bring 
out the relations between Loveless, Weber, 
and Kanter prior to the June examination. 
The events that took place in the office of 
Loveless the middle of June were subjects 
of detailed inquiry. 

Says Ludwig Was Indifferent. 

Special attention was paid by the grand 
jurymen to the testimony of,Crayton. “I 
obtained my position with Loveless last 
March,” he said, and it was in May that I 
discovered the lay of the land between my 
employer and the money-lenders. Policeman 
Finley McLaren was told by Weber and Kan- 
ter that by paying them $100 and Loveless $5u 
the latter would regain for him his position 
on the police force. Loveless also told many 
policemen that he was virtually deputy Civil 
Service Commissioner on account of his in- 
fluence with Mr. Ludwig, and that he could 
obtain anything he asked. Loveless also 
promised the firemen and policemen to help 
them fight their cases against the money- 
lenders, while all the time he was hand in 
glove with the loan sharks. When my em- 
ployer failed to keep to his agreement as to 
my salary he promised to obtain for me a po- 
sition.with Louis Weber & Co., Harrison and 
Clark streets. He took. me there and intro- 
duced me, but the deal did not go through. 
Then I went to Mr, Ludwig and told him 
everything I knew. I expected to see him 
take some strong action to put a stop to the 
dishonesty, but he apparently countenanced 
all that Loveless had done.“ ny 


Says She Kept the Secret. 
Genevieve Kingsbury, a public stenogra- 
pher, who did much of Loveless’. work, testi- 
fied that she knew nothing of the examina- 
tion questions and never copied anything 


— 


‘like them for Loveless. When she left the 


juryroom she said: “ Well, they didn't get 
anything out of me. It’s not a stenogra- 
pher's business to reveal the affairs of her 
employer.” 

Wünam C. Gamble, deputy examiner of 
the Civil Service commission, produced the 
papers of Policeman Sauer, Dawney, and 
Smith, who are accused by Miss Knabjohann 
of obtaining the questions in advance from 
Weber & Kanter. Little information was 
to be had from these documents and the 
policemen themselves were called. All em- 
phatically denied the accusation, asserting 
that they were attending to their business 
within sight of their respective precinct sta- 
tions at the time they are said to have 
visited the money-lenders. Miss Knabjo- 
hann, Weber & Kanter’s former book- 


keeper, controverted this testimony with em-. 


phatic statements that she knew Dawney 
and Sauer obtained the examination ques- 
tions in advance, and reiterated that she 
saw the men in person at Weber & Kanter’s. 
Her story was consistent throughout. 
„Whatever is the result of this investiga- 
tion,“ the young woman said on leaving the 
juryroom, I shall maintain to my dying 
day that Weber & Kanter sold those ques- 
tions to policemen before the examination.“

UNION TRACTION. COMPANY 
STOCKHOLDERS FILE SUIT. 


Intervening Petition in the Original 
Action Brought by Sutre Brothers 
to Annul the Arrangement for the 
Parchase of the Consolidated Lines 
—Secret Understanding and Fraud- 
ulent Methods Charged — Large 
Profits Alleged te Have Been Made. 


Two stockholders of the Chicago Union’ 
Traction company—Edwin M. Post and David 
Christie—flled an intervening petition yes- 
terday in the Cook County Circuit Court in 
the original suit brought by Sutro Brothers 
to annul the arrangement for the purchase 
of the Consolidated Traction lines. 

The Union Traction company’s deal is now 
the. object of attack from both sides. The 
shareholders who went into court yester- 
day object to it on the ground that it 18 
against the interests of the Union Traction 
company. Sutro Brothers, who started the 
litigation, claimed that it damaged the value 
of their stock in the Consolidated company. 

The petition alleges wrongful use of large 
amounts of the funds of the North and West 
Chicago street railroad company by Charles 
T. Yerkes and his associates. The com- 
plainants question the validity of the agree- 
ment made last April giving the Consolidated 
lines the right to use the down-town tracks 
of the Union Traction company, and pro- 
viding for the issue of $6,750,000 of bonds, 
guaranteed by the Union company in ex- 
change for the stock to be deposited with the 
Equitable Trust company. ‘ 

The agreement is said to be the result of a 
secret understanding, and the following lan- 
guage is used: 

Intervenors charge the actual financial! result of 
said secret understanding and scheme was that 
Yerkes and his associates in the Consolidated 
company fraudulently, illegally, and without any 
real consideration obtained a gratuitous use of a 
large amount of valuable property rights of the 
Union company, over $400,000 of its cash, and 
several millions of dollars of its personal interest 
bearing obligations. 

The Consolidated company, the bill asserts, 
has never built nor leased any street rail- 
road, and has no ordinance rights granted di- 
rectly to it by the Council. The bill says that 
the constituent roads of the Consolidated 
company were nearly all disconnected from 
each other and physically incapable of being 
operated together as a combined property, 
using only their lines and property rights. 

Certificates of stock in the Consolidated 
company have been presented under the con- 
tract by Charlies T. Yerkes, John R. Walsh, 
Harvey T. Weeks, Benjamin B. Lamb, L. 8. 
Owsley, and others to the amount of $14,500,- 
000 and bonds of $6,500,000 given in return. 
The stock, the petitioners say, is worthless. 

It the court finds that the operating agree- 
ment was not executed in good faith the pe- 
tition asks that the agreement, th® mort- 
gage, and the declaration of trust be de- 
clared fraudulent. A temporary injunction 


restraining the Consolidated company from

Mr. Fex’s Soldier- Hero. . 
„ Crittenden: A Kentucky’ Story of Love 
and Var.“ By John Fox Jr. Charles 
Scribner's Sons. 

In a Hterary sense, the late Spanish war is 
still being waged, and not the least among 
those who are winning war honors on the 
literary field is the author of this present 
novel. A story ot love and war Mr. Fox calls 
his tale, and he hag managed to mingle these 
two elements in @ way that is calculated to 
stir the hearts of sympathetic readers. 

When we first meet the hero, Clay Critten- 
den, he is at war with his love, and, as a con- 
sequence gf this fact, is in love with war. 
As one of a race of soldiers Crittenden readily 
responds to his country’s call for volunteers, 
and he hopes to wipe out on the battlefield 
the sins of deterioration that are the result 
of the refusal of the woman whom he had 
worshiped for the better part of his life. Her 
name was Judith Page, and she had refused 
Crittenden bécause of an affection for an in- 
ferior rival. But, as the author states: 
There can be no better hotbed of sentiment 
than the mood of man and woman when the 
man is going to war.“ and before Crittenden 
leaves Judith has shown signs of relenting. 
These signs her lover misinterprets. Then 
comes the war part of the tale, from which 
women are excluded, except as they form a 
part of home memories or are represented 
by their pictured counterparts in lockets. 

Mr. Fox paints some vivid war pictures, and 
the reader is reminded again of those hideous 
scenes that Stephen Crané reproduced with 
such unshrinking fidelity. Crittenden was 
among the seriously wounded; so was his 
beloved brother, Basil, and so was the man 
who had stood between him and his love. 
But it is not the author's intention to sacrifice 
his characters to the war greed, and for ail 
but the undesirable rival there is the after- 
bliss of home coming and home nursing, to 
say nothing of other substantial restoratives. 

It is the old story of war, parting, and 
reconciliation, but Mr. Fox has given a new 
note of sincerity to the theme. His pictures 
of Southern life are real, and his colored 
people at least are always alive. More con- 
ventional is his drawing of the Southern 
gentleman and the proud beauty, but even 
to these he has given some charming color 
te is all his own and which has the hue 
of life. 


About a Deservediy Famous Hero. 
The Chevalier St. Denis.“ By Alice 
Iigenfritz Jones. A. C. McClurg & Co. 

For the central character of her latest ro- 
mance Mrs. Jones has chosen a hero whose 
authentic record is romantic enough to justi- 
fy the dispensing with imaginative aids. Yet 
the author has both fact and fancy at her 
command, and out of these she has made a 
highly spirited portrait. 

St. Denis was a prominent and popular 
figure in the history of Louisiana during the 
early part of the eighteenth century. He 
was born in Canada, and though sent to 
France to be educated, it was understood 
that later he was to place himself and his 
training at the service of the colonies. When 
we first meet him he is ripe for action and 
adventure, but there is work to be done for 
France and Spain before he can return to his 
own land. His adventures begin with an 
imprisonment in the Bastile for the most 
trivial of causes, but this episode bears good 
fruit at a later time. 

At the court of King Louis St. Denis met 
a Spanish sefiorita, Maria de Villescas, with 
whom he fell irrevocably in love. When he 
was sent to Spain as escort to this lady he 
improved his opportunities to declare his 
passion and to ask the father, Don Pedro, 
for her hand. But there was a rival in the 
field, a villainous Spaniard to whom Maria 
was already promised, and who was pre- 
pared to dispose of another aspirant in the 
most convenient way. The way was offered 
during the stormy times that followed in 
America, whither all the chief characters in 
the book proceed, and where are enacted 
some of the most stirring scenes. But it is 
needless to say that in the end the evil suitor 
gets his deserts and the virtuous one re- 
ceives his Maria. We leave the happy pair 
just as the procession is forming for a wed- 
ding march. 

‘With the subtle inner life of her characters 
this author has little to do, but she can write 
of outward events, of adventure and episode 
with the spirit and vigor that belong to the 
dest romancers.

CORN, PRICES LET DOWN 


PHILLIPS NEGLECTS THE MARKET 


Manipulated Delivery Covers a Range 
of Three Cents and Closes One Cent 
Lower than the Day Before—Shorts 

Continue to Come In—Cleaners Ex- 
periencing More or Less Trouble in 
Making Contract Corn Out of No, 3— 
Weekly Exports Larger. 8 


There was less tension in the November 
corn deal yesterday, owing to the fact that 
Phillips practically kept out of the market, 
making no effort to support it until towards 
the close, and not offering a bushel. About 
100,000 bu was covered on scattering orders 
for 5,000-but lots, the first sale 46c. The mar- 
ket eased off gradually to 48c, where a dozen 
trades were made. The selling was by Coun- 
selman and by brokers, part of the offerings 
at least repPesenting manufactured contract 
corn, while part probably was sold by 
tallers on the bull campaign to prevent fur- 
ther loss of profits. Offerings of both kinds 
were apparently cleaned up, which was prob- 
ably the object Phillips had in view in let- 
ting the market drag, as toward the close he 
bid 4344c, 44c, and 44% for 15,000 bu to 50,000 
bu lots, getting only 15,000 bu at 44c. The 
close was at Ae, or ic easier than that of 
Friday. About 150,000 bu was loaded out 
of unlicensed elevators and shipped by Phil- 
Ups, whose cable sales for the day were 200, 


000 bu, and there were rumors of small lots 


—5 to 15 cars—headed for Chicago from dif- 
ferent points, but there was nothing to in- 
dicate any change in the situation or any 
probability that the shorts will be able to 
scrape together enough contract corn to fill 
all November contracts. Receipts yesterday 
were 300 cars, of which 19 were contract, 
making 76 cars for the first five days of the 
week out of a total of 2,425. The estimate 
for tomorrow was 480 cars. There were 
rumors, too, that the driers were not alto- 
gether ‘successful in making No. 2 out of 
new corn, the kernels being too soft and 
shriveling, and that several carlots out of 
one drier had not been passed by the in- 
spectors as contract grade. The weather in 
the West was still unfavorable for shorts— 
cloudy and threatening rain or snow—but 
there was enough December liquidation to 
cost the price he, the close being at 35%c.

‘THE PRIMARY ELECTIONS LAW; 

When the primary elections law of 188 
was enacted its friends fought hard for quite 
small primary election districts. They were 
unsuccesstul. ‘he argument used against 
them was that the expense would be too 
great. The “machine” politicians, who 
have no love for fair primaries, made the 
most of this argument. So the law has it 
was passed provided that not less than two 
and not more than six election districts 
should be united in one primary district; 
that the number of party voters in the lat- 
ter should not exceed 1,000; and that the 
hours for voting should be from 1 to a in 
the afternoon. 

At the Republican primary election held 
last May there was an exciting contest in 
many of the wards. The total number of 
yotes cast was 76,000. It was estimated 
at the time that about 40,000 persons 
wished to vote, but were unable to do 80. 
In the Twelfth Ward there were about 1,800 
Republicans in line when the polls closed. 
In that ward there were fifty-three regular 
election and ten primary election districts. 
In the Thirty-second, another heavily Ke- 
publican ward, there were forty-nine of 
the former and fourteen of the latter. In 
the Fourth the figures were twenty-eight 
and nine. Nowhere did the committeemen 
make the primary election districts so small 
as they might have made them. ; 

Judge Carter contemplates drafting a new 
primary elections law, the three important 
features of which will be a reduction in 
the size of primary districts; an increase 
in the number of voting hours, and a pro- 
vision making it impossible for a man to 
vote at the primary of the party to which 
he does not belong. This may be secured 
to a considerable extent by requiring the 
voter when registered to state his party 
preferences, if he has any. This is done 
in Kentucky and one or two other States. 

The argument of increased expense will be 
raised again when Judge Carter’s bill is 
considered. No such argument can be ad- 
vanced against the proposition to add to the 
number of voting hours. The judges and 
tlerks at a primary election get $5 a day 
for six hours’ work and get the same sum 
for ten hours’ work at a regular election, 
Zhey will have no reason to complain of 
longer hours at a primary. . 

That the number of primary election dis- 
tricts last May was too small is indisputable. | 
If the maximum number of polling districts 
in a primary district were reduced, or the 
maximum number of party voters in each 
of those districts cut down one-half, then 
it would be possible for all the party voters 
who wished to vote at the most hotly con- 
tested of primary elections to do so. This 
change will cost something, but it will be 
worth the cost, for it will make the tenure 
of the party boss far less seeure than it is 
now. There will be more popular gov- 
ernment and less “ machine” government. 
There will not be so many “ independents ” 
as at present, for they will be able to work 
within party lines with an effectiveness 
which is usually impossible now. 


BISHOP M’LAREN’S LOVING CUP. 

The differences of opinion among the 
Episcopalians of. this diocese as to. the 
propriety of presenting Bishop McLaren 
with a loving cup are hardly justified by 
the facts in the case. A loving cup is as- 
sociated sometimes with scenes of con- 
viviality, but that argues nothing against 
its ‘fitness for a gift. If it were unfit the 
same reproach might apply to dishes, 
spoons, and table utensils, adornments, and 
haberdashery in general. The loving cup 
is a token of what its name indicates— 
love and good wishes. As q rule, it is un- 
suitable for drinking purposes. Like most 
articles of vertu its value lies in its orna- 
mental attraction, not in its use. Should 
the good Bishop accept it, as he probably 
will,, being a man of sense, it will occupy 
a table or bracket in his residence, where 
it will remain undisturbed, to be handed 
down as an heirloom. Apart from the 
sentiment associated with them, cups like 
trophy cups are of no special use to the 
owners and only represent the skill and 
taste of the persons who make them. It 
would seem, therefore, to be entirely ap- 
propriate to present the Bishop with a lov- 
ing cup. ‘There is no danger that he will 
be tempted to plunge into conviviality be- 
cause of it or that it will fill his residence 
with suggestions of carousals. 

Assuming that the presentation will be 
made, another query is disturbing the dio- 
cése. Anxious souls are asking what shall 
be put in the loving cup, punch, cham- 
pagne, or lemonade. But why make of 
the loving cup a “ flowing bowl” at all? 
Why should liquids of any kind be put in it? 
It does not follow because a cup is a lov- 
ing cup that it must hold punch or lemonade 
any more than because a vase is a cloi- 
sonne vase it must hold flowers. But 
if the Episcopalians of the. diocese 
wish to put something in it when the 
Bishop’s twenty-fifth anniversary comes 
round, why not fill it with gold pieces as a 
reminder of the prosperity of the diocese 
during the last Quartercentury? True, gold 
pieces are sometimes associated with con- 
viviality also, but the Bishop may be trusted 
to make no improper use of them. 


THE FORESTRY QUESTION. 

The motto stretched above the platform 
of the National Irrigation Congress still 
in session at Central Music Hall reads: 
“Save the forests and store the floods.” 
The storing of flood waters in vast re- 
servoirs, with the two-fold purpose of obvi- 
ating destructive torrents and of feeding 
out the reserved waters later for irrigation 
purposes, was the subject which naturally 
engaged the attention of this congress al- 
most exclusively in its earlier years. But 
more recently and particularly at this an- 
‘nual convention, the subject of perpetuat- 
ing forests where they now exist, and of 
afforesting denuded areas, has come to be 
looked on as an important item in the gen- 
eral subject of irrigation. 

This importance is due chiefly to two 


wfacts, the first of which is that timber, or 


even a scrub growth, protects the snow 
fall from the sun and so from disappearing 
in a destructive flood. The second fact 
is that forests protect mountain sides from 
erosion and reservoirs from being filled up 
with the detritus. These two points were 
emphasized at the meeting of the congress 
at the Auditorium on Thursday night both in 
the extended letter from Governor Roose- 
velt and in that from General Miles. 

The illustrated lecture on forestry, how- 
ever, which drew many people to the Au- 
ditorium meeting, and which was given by 
Mr. Gifford Pinchot, Chief Forester in the 
Department of Agriculture, was in certain 
respects disappointing. The slides were 
beautifal, but although the audience had 
just ‘been told by the chairman of the meet- 
ing that the number of persons in the United 
States Forestry division had’ within a few 
years grown for eleven to 128, only- two 
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| to go out of their way to bring small of- 


of these slides gave any suggestion as to 
the work in which these agents are engaged. 
Mr. Pinchot stated the problems of forestry 
in exceedingly general terms, and avoided 
with almost surprising skill any reference 
to methods actually employed or to what 
has been accomplished or is contemplated 
in actual work. 

A considerable and growing number of 
persons are curious to know what the United 
States is doing and to know what more 
ought to be done to protect and increase 
our forest areas, It is not to be ques- 
tioned that people in general are becom- 
ing more and more concerned about for- 
ests, not alone in respect to the lumber sup- 
ply, but with respect to water supply and 
national scenery. They should be given 
more information at the next convention 
than they received this year. 


* MUNICIPAL LODGING-HOUSE. 

The Commissioner of Health, announces—- 
apparently with the approval if not at the 
suggestion of the Mayorthat his forthcom- 
ing estimates will contain an item of $20,000 
for a municipal lodging-house, to be estab- 
lished in some rented building and to con- 
tain perhaps 300 beds. Such an institution 
might be designed, after the example of 
British cities, to-serve the purpose of the 
ordinary common lodging-house which is 
run for profit, but evidently the proposal 
contemplates one which shall be of that 
specialized sort designed to serve as an 
agency in dealing with the question of va- 
granty. 

There are three important considerations 

to be borne in mind in respect to the propo- 
sition. The first is that, while such a lodg: 
ing-house has been the subject of local dis- 
cussion for several years, examples have 
been put into successful operation by Bos. 
ton, New York, and in a modified way by 
Baltimore. In Boston the Overseers of the 
Poor reported in 1896 that, as a result of 
their“ Wayfayers’ Lodge,” a reduction in 
the number of ramps had taken place, of 
which “the explanation would seem to be 
that the tramps have begun to avoid¢Bos- 
ton as no longer offering them the kind of 
accommodation they wish.” Somewhat 
similar results appear to have been realized 
in New York and Baltimore. 
The second fact is, however, that a work 
test, if not essential, ts certainly a logical 
and desirable adjunct of such an institution. 
Able-bodied lodgers offering no pay should 
be required to work for their keep, and this 
labor should be a means of testing their 
actual situation and purpose and of sifting 
out and allocating to the bridewell the ha- 
bitual vagrants. In New York such a work 
test is not applied, but instead rigid and dis- 
tasteful regulations, such as the require- 
ment of nightly baths, are enforced, and men 
are only allowed to continue their stay for 
a limited number of nights. In Boston par- 
ticular care is taken to secure cleanliness, 
and baths are required, but lodgers perform 
a given stint of work in the wood-yard in re- 
turn for food and shelter. 

The suggestion that the proposed lodging- 
house should be open to all “ deserving” 
men out of a job, without any return on 
their part either in money or work, may 
sound well, and would perhaps be a humane 
provision if it were practicable. But it 
would be found difficult and probably im- 
possible to carry the enterprise out on that 
plan, especially in this city, where the 10,000 
oecupantse of our cheap lodging-houses 
might be more than willing to patronize a 
well managed free institution, and where 
discrimination between “ deserving” and 
“undeserving” would, without a work 
test as a practical device, be quite impossi- 
ble. 

The third consideration is the fact that if 
such an experiment is to be made it should 
be placed under the supervision of persons 
possessing special knowledge and interest 
concerning the subject. If the city adminis- 
tration wishes to insure the confidence and 
the necessary coòbperation of the public in 
the scheme, control over it should be placed 
not only entirely outside of political influ- 
ences but in the hands of those specially 
qualified to direct such a venture success- 
fully. 

A special commission, which should in- 
clude individuals not at present connected 
with the city government, would be the 
natural means for securing the new sort of 
experience and talent demanded. | 
The proposition is in principle a good one, 
but its utility will depend entirely upon the 
sort of persons charged with its execution. 


MARK TWAIN AS A REFORMER, 

Mark Twain was not joking when he 
secured the punishment of a New York cab- 
man who had exacted an extortionate fare 
from a member of his household, nor was 
he dealing in pleasantries when he arraigned 
the people of that city for lack of patriot- 
ism in allowing themselves to be robbed 
rather than take the time and trouble to 
punish offenders. He regards it as a public 
duty to resist petty infringements of private 
rights. Shortly before he sailed for Eu- 
rope five years ago he entered a formal com- 
plaint to the officers:of one of the large 
New Tork street car corporations against 
a conductor for using insolent and profane 
language. He said that he could have put 
up with the abuse so far as he was per- 
sonally concerned, but he thought the Amer- 
ican people were too patient, too easy, too 
neglectful of their rights, and that he had 
a public duty to perform in such a case. 
His complaint led to the discipline of the 
offending conductor and the incident is said 
to have been followed by a marked decrease 
in roughness of speech on the part of street 
car employés. | 

Mark’s point is well taken, and the mat- 
ter is one of much more importance than 
most Americans realize. If the people 
were less passive and toletant under petty 
invasions of their rights they would have 
better local governments than they have. 
The trouble is that the average business- 
man thinks he has not the time to spare 
for correcting small evils. He would rather 
let a cabman rob him of a half dollar above 
the legal fare than spend several dollars’ 
worth of time in having the fellow’s license 
revoked. Patrons of Chicago street cars 
will hang to straps and be packed into cars 
daily like live stock rather than take the 
trouble to make effective and united pro- 
test or to elect a city government that will 
force the companies to give better service. 
Let some dhe throw a needless obstruction 
on a city sidewalk and thousands of men 
will walk meekly around it before one will 
take the trouble to lift it out of the way. 

This willingness to submit to small in- 
conveniences and invasions of personal 
rights lies at the root of wretched municipal 
governments in most of our large cities. 
Corrupt Imcials, dishonest contractors, 
and ‘Seheniing political bosses are allowed 
to line their pockets with large sums of 
public money simply because each citizen 
finds it cheaper to suffer his small share in 
the loss rather than to neglect his private 
business long enough to procure the punish- 
ment of the leeches in the public service. 
If there were more men like Mark Twain

A SENSIBLE BISHOP. 

The Roman Catholic Bishop of Marquette 
has issued an order in relation to the use of 
the English language in the churches in his 
diocese. Some of the members of the 
church do not approve of it and talk of an 
appeal to the Archbishop, but the general 
public will be inclined to look on the order in 
question as a most sensible one. 

The Bishop tells the priests to “ preach in 
the languages your people understand as 
much as possible. The children of our par- 
ishes generally speak the English language 
best, the language of the country, no matter 
what the nationality of their parents may 
be. This every pastor must have noticed.” 
Therefore it is ordered that in all the parish 
churches, no matter of what nationality, a 
short sermon be preached in the English 
language on two Sundays of egery month. 

The great quickness with which children 
of foreign birth in Chicago learn the language 
of the country and their disinclination to use 
that of their parents have long been known. 
It would often be a decided advantage to 
these childen in after life to have the com- 
mand of both languages, but it ig frequently 
the case, in spite of the efforts of their 
parents, that they forget entirely the mother 
tongue of the latter. It appears from the 
order of the Bishop of Marquette that in his 
diocese, where there are Roman Catholics 
speaking many languages, the same condi- 
tion of affairs exists. The children, although 
their opportunities for learning English may 
not be so good as they are in a great city 
like this, in a short time speak best the 
language of the country. | 

This being the case—and it is well it is so, 
for he who understands the language of this 
country becomes Americanized more quick- 
ly than he who does not—nothing can be 
gore expedient than that children should 
be given religious instruction in the lan- 
guage most familiar to them. The only suf- 
ferers will be the priests who cannot speak 
English well, and whose sermons may be 
criticised occasionally by the children who 
listen to them. 


LAKE NAVIGATION IN WINTER. 
Agents of the Carnegie and Rockefeller 
lake freight lines are said to be offering 


ary shipment to Buffalo at 2 cents a bushel. 
This is the result of a plan to keep naviga- 
tion open throughout the winter. The idea 
is a new and daring one, but there seems 
no reason why it should not succeed. Mod- 
ern inventive science has solved the problem 
of breaking ice of any thickness. The 
enormous ice breakers built for the Rus- 
sian government can crash through the 
heaviest ice on the Neva or in the Baltic. 
There are ice-breaking ferryboats both in the 
Straits of Mackinac and ia the Detroit 
River that are in successful throughout 
the winter by certain railroads. There is 
no longer any question about the feasi- 
bility of keeping the straits and the lakes 
open to navigation all the year around. 
The only question is as to whether It could 
be done with profit and whether vessels 
could safely defy the winter storms. 

It will be interesting to see these two 
wealthy shipping companies put the idea 
to a practical test. If they should suc- 
ceed in running their boats all winter it 
would make some important and desirable 
changes in winter, transportation rates. 
When navigation closes at the end of 
November the railroads now raise their 
rates on grain and foodstuffs. If the lake 
vessels should continue their competition 
throughout the winter between Chicago and 
Buffalo the railroads would have to forego 
these extra charges, and the benefit would 
be felt by the farmers in the West as well 
as by the consumers of breadstuffs and pro- 
visions in the East. If winter navigation 
were maintained between here and Erie 
the Chicago householder might not have to 
pay so much for anthracite coal in the snowy 
months. The enforced idleness of the lake 
shipping interests for four months each 
year now calls for feverish activity during 
the other eight months. If the boats could 
run all the year around it would have a 
valuable result in steadying things. 

There are other difficulties to be met be- 
sides the ice. There is rougher weather in 
winter than in summer, insurance rates 
are higher, and the life saving crews are 
not on duty. But there are vessels that 
run every month of the year between Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee, showing that the 
larger craft can stand the winter weather. 
If the winter traffic to Buffalo is once proved 
to be profitable and reasonably safe the 
other matters will adjust themselves. It 
seems practically certain that the time will 
come when lake navigation between here 
and the Eastern lake ports will be open all 
the year around, and the sooner the time 
comes the better. 


SHORT CUTS TO HEALTH. 

Short cuts to health seem to be a fad 
in the medical profession just now. Scarce- 
ly a week passes that some doctor does not 
inform the suffering world of some simple 
process which if followed will surely cure 
all the ills which “ flesh is heir to.” Usually 
the process, however, is not a simple one, or 
there ts some ingredient in the remedy im- 
possible to procure except at great expense, 
or some exercise which it is not easy to 
follow. 

The latest prescription of this kind is that 
issued by a New York doctor, who has dis- 
covered that by two minutes a day of “ vi- 
bratory athletics” and by eating uncooked 
food physical health and vigor may be raised 


consists in taking each -muscle of the body 
singly, drawing it tense, and then vibrating 
it. This, he says, will expand the chest, 


system, and superinduce health. Assum- 
ing that there is virtue in the vibrating of 
muscles, it would have been more to the 
point if this doctor had informed the public 
how to vibrate them. It is possible that 
all the muscles of a victim in.the clutches of 
a holdup thug may vibrate, or that the same 
result may be secured by a peculiarly active 
attack of fever and ague, but these processes 
of vibration are too harsh ever to become 
popular. The doctor should have been more 
explicit. Again, if shaking up the muscles 
is so necessary to health, is not shaking up 
of the lungs, liver, stomach, and other phys- 
ical organs much more necessary, and how 
is any one to accomplish their vibration? 
As to eating uncooked food, which limits 
one mainly to raw vegetables, for it is hard- 
ly conceivable that the New York doctor 
would recommend raw meat, fish, and 
gaine as a diet, it is not likely the doctor will 
find many persons willing even for the sake 
of health to follow his prescription. Un- 
doubtedly such a diet would be healthier 
than some cookery, but to adopt it would 
require such a reversal of all the traditions 
and laws of eating that most persons would 
rather be sick than attempt it. They would 
probably be sick if they did attempt it any- 
way. In personal experience the New York 
physician may be able to vibrate his muscles |

HOW NATIONS MAKE MONEY. 

The Russian government won a unique 
reputation for enterprise when it made a 
small fortune out of the Crimean war.

Parig is glad to in- 
crease its revenue afew dollars a year 
by the cultivation of a little state orchard 
in the Luxembourg Gardens, just as it takes 
its share of the profits of the Eiffel tower. 

To the snow of heaven the Prince of Paler- 
mo owes most of his wealth, for he has a 
monopoly of it. The snow is brought at 
night in baskets from the mountains of 
Sicily, and is shipped to the towns and sold 
for refrigerating purposes. 

The Sutton Urban Council, in Englard.

Last year about 8730 was 
saved to the ratepayers by selling peppermint 
grown on a sewage farm.—Youth’s Com- 
panion.

THE DEATH OF ALLAN SHEDD.
